If one word were to be used for a charac- 
terization of Dr. O. R. Howard Thomson, it 
should be “‘individuality.’’ None could at- 
tribute anything he ever said to another 
person; nor credit any one else with one of 
the essays or poems or reviews that come 
from his mind. And certainly —as any 
correspondent of his would agree — none of 
his flashing letters ever owed its origin to a 
“Standard Letter Writer;’’ while as to his 
articles on professional matters, they are 
usually reminiscent of the remark made 
about a fighting dignitary of the Church — 
“Ah, yes, that man never saw the head of a 
nail without hitting it!” 

On second thought, there should be one 
more word, “thorough.”” When Dr. Thom- 
son decides to undertake any job whatever 


it is begun by excavating very, very deep 
foundations; steel and stone work is of the 
highest grade, guaranteed to withstand wind 
and weather; and when the job is done, 
there are no rough edges, and scant litter to 
clean up. 

These traits may be partly due to the 
traditionally ‘“‘bull-dog”’ British origin of 
Osmund Rhoads Howard Thomson, for he 
was born in London, not coming to this 
country until seven or eight years old. His 
father, Dr. John Thomson, known to the 
literary world as the distinguished and un- 
forgettable personality who organized and 
built up the Free Library system of Phila- 
delphia; his mother, Mary Ann Faulkner 
Thomson, author of such fine hymns as the 
well-loved “‘O Sion haste, thy mission high 
fulfilling’; these two must have dowered 
their son with his ability as organizer and 
executive, with his vision and deep love of 
poetry, and with his zeal for true scholarship. 

“Who’s Who in America” gives an epi- 
tome:, how his professional training came 
from his father, from Dr. T. L. Montgomery 
and John Ashurst, all names to conjure with 
in Pennsylvania library history; that he was 
married to Theodora Adelheid (Theivagt) 
Nice, 1901; was librarian of the West Phila- 
delphia Branch of the Free Library, then of 
the Wagner Institute of Science Branch; that 
he came to Williamsport in 1906, when the 
foundations of the Brown Library, bequest 
to the city from one of its great men, were 
just being laid, and proceeded to organize 
the Library itself in a bare schoolroom with- 
out losing a moment. 

During the War Dr. Thomson acted as 
State Chairman for the United Drive in Pa., 
for Williamsport Red Cross Book and Maga- 
zine Service; is a member of the A. L. A., 
served the Pa. Library Assn. as President, 
and is continuously on important commit- 
tees; is an Episcopalian, member of the 
Williamsport Country Club, Chess Club, 
Kit-Kat Club, Historical Society; is the 
author of an impressive amount of material, 
not at all confined to library subjects, for 
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his first book was a history with W. H. 
Rauch, of those picturesque woodsmen, the 
Bucktails, who floated down the Susque- 
hanna on rafts to join their regiment in the 
Civil War. He edited a History of Christ 
Church, is the author of several volumes of 
poetry, “Resurgam,”’ “Modern Comedy;” 
of many uncollected published poems, and 
has contributed frequently to the publica- 
tions of the County Historical Society. In 
the library field, few have not used his book, 
“‘A reasonable Budget for Public Libraries,” 
second edition of his ‘‘Normal Budgets,”’ the 
A. L. A. official publication; while no reader 
of the library journals needs to be reminded 
that his powers in controversy are acute — 
nor that his ability as a pointer-out of weak 
spots in any argument should be noted by 
disputants not fully conversant with their 
topics, 

Further writings are the keen and incisive 
appreciations of new or old books, appearing 
chiefly in Williamsport papers. Most libra- 
rians do something of this sort, but the wit 
and wide range of thought in these makes 
them far from the ordinary review. 

But no reference book will include Dr. 
-Thomson’s broad interpretation of the duties 
of a civic institution; the Library is a host 
to meetings of various organizations; an 
active part of the County Historical Society; 
offered free lectures by notable speakers for 
years, and, in its small art gallery held loan 
exhibits of the finest paintings from the 
Philadelphia Academy, while all city musical 
interests, through the special knowledge of 
both Dr. and Mrs. Thomson, have been par- 
ticularly encouraged. 

Howard Thomson is not only scholar, ad- 
ministrator and writer, he may, in fact, be 
proudest of his athletic career ‘as having 
partaken in a Quaker City cycling victory 
over the world’s record for five miles; of 
having played and captained his city’s tennis 
and chess teams; as well as being a golf 
expert; and if you ask him, he will probably 
tell you that his really beloved recreations 
are swimming and sailing — and fishing for 
bass up the wild waters of Loyalsock Creek. 

When, in February, 1937, a great testi- 
monial dinner was given him by his Trustees 
and friends in Williamsport, to celebrate the 
thirty years of the Brown Library and of his 
regime, the whole town echoed the tributes 
paid to him then, and realized its indebted- 
ness to one man’s labors, and its pride in his 
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achievements; that he had built from the 
beginning, not as for the present city, but for 
its future needs, not a provincial institution, 
but a thoroughly planned, scholarly and 
wide-reaching public library. Its rapid 
growth, its large circulation, its branches, 
its part in the city’s life, have made it one of 
the most prominent in the state. And when 
in the floods of 1936, Dr. Thomson saw the 
work of years apparently lost, he turned in 
with such vigorous courage that rescue work 
was organized, all possible measures towards 
recovery taken, and his collections rebuilt 
with such industry that the Library is today 
as effective, and more appreciated than ever. 

Dr. Thomson would claim little of his 
success for himself; he will tell you that 
without a remarkable body of Trustees, and 
a staff devoted to the Library interests, none 
of these thirty years’ results could have been 
accomplished; but at the time of the cele- 
bration, the chief local editorial of the day 
said, ‘‘Dr. Thomson has been successful not 
only as a librarian. He has made for him- 


self a leading part in the city’s cultural life. 
His interest in music, art, literature, to 
which he has made notable personal contri- 


butions, have been of community benefit . .. 
as well as his success in carrying out his plans 
for a library which should reach the acme of 
community usefulness.” 

And as he said in a letter after the dinner, 
“It just means that now I can turn in and 
plan for another thirty years’ work with re- 
newed vigor.” And to him, he adds, that 
means doubling the size of the present build- 
ing and extending library service throughout

We are told, in a lengthy and well written summary of 

Barrie at 75, that the extravagantly shy hermit of

that they are reported more faithfully than those of any 
mere Prime Minister. 

“He is one of the smallest authors alive, a sad, almost 
ethereal little man, but there is something so quick and 
comprehending in his eyes that you have only to look 
at him to feel a sense of excited expectancy rising within 
you. Otherwise there is nothing in his appearance to 
suggest the greatest of living humorists and nothing at 
all to suggest the Scot. If you didn’t know him, you 
might take him for a Frenchman — assuming that you 
were likely to take him for anything out of the ordinary.”
